Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Amended claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The new single source voltage limitation is not understood. It is not understood 
how a voltage can detect a voltage. It is not understood toward what word "source" is 
directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by. 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



1. Claims 5-7 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Houston (USPN 6,429,684). 
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Fig. 6 discloses a transistor (the gate of which is coupled to IN) and a voltage 
detector (transistors coupled to /IN) as recited in claim 5. Note: additional circuitry 
would inherently exist for relating the signals IN and /IN. 

As pointed out in the 1 12 rejection above, the new limitation to claim 5 is not 
understood. If, however, the new limitation is intended to define all circuit components 
as receiving the same power source voltage (shown as Vcc in Applicant's Fig. 2B, for 
example), Houston is seen to meet the limitation. The transistor (upper left PMOS 
transistor) and the voltage detector (upper right PMOS & NMOS transistor) both receive 
power from the same circuit point. 

The bias voltage (at the backgate of the transistor) is substantially equal to but 
slightly less than the terminal voltage due to the voltage drops through the voltage 
detector as recited in claim 6. 

Referring to column 6 it would appear that Houston discloses transistor sizings 
that would result in the bias voltage being less than the terminal voltage, but not less 
than the terminal voltage minus a voltage drop across a parasitic diode in the body of 
the transistor as recited in newly amended claim 7. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The top right PMOS transistor and the top right NMOS transistor are seen the 
claimed voltage detector and are analogous to inverter 222 shown, for example, in 
Applicant's Fig. 2B. The top left transistor is seen as the claimed transistor and is 
analogous to Applicant's transistor 210. The voltage detector applies a bias voltage to 
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the body of the transistor as the result of detecting the condition of /IN. As pointed out 
in the 102 rejection above, IN and /IN are inherently related. Therefore, the voltage 
detector applies a bias voltage to the body of the transistor as the result of detecting the 
condition of IN (i.e. the terminal voltage).
